Then after he got my info 
I realized I was only putting out just under a watt. I hadn't re-tweaked 
the finals on the transmitter! 


Oh well, that was a blast!!! Would like to see more of these dual 
hunts!

Hi Everyone, 

Well, didn't think that I was going to get on for SKN at all this year, 
since I had to spend it with the YL at her place in Long Beach. She owns one 
of those condo's that kinda look down on radio activities if you know what I 
mean. So, Friday before I went down there, I said to myself "what the heck, 
pack up the SMK-1, the VFO, a tuner, some coax and a bunch of wire!", so 
that's what I did. Well, she didn't know if she was too happy with the idea 
of the antenna, but I told her that I'd make it a covert op after midnight 
and no one would be the wiser. So, I (and she actually helped with this 


part!) measured out some 33' lengths of wire, as many as I could which 
turned out to be 4 with the spool of wire that I grabbed, and figured that I 
could try for a vertical antenna.

I'd left the SMK-1 on when I went back to 
the party. Well, I got asked to got and pick up some ice from out place, so 
I walked into our place and heard this funny buzzing noise. Here's the funny 
part, it was an operator a few blocks away. He must have been running a few 
hundred watts, because no matter where I tuned I heard him, and the earbuds 
were doing the cha cha on the table!

Whoops - I failed to comment on the ‘and some other parts' stuff. 


B.G. doesn't seem to be a bad place if they have what you want. But their 
collection is a little odd, so there's a good chance that they won't have 
what you want. The main reason I mentioned Radio Shack is that for orders 
less than about $20, their shipping policy makes them better than almost 
anyone else. But with them and BG both being in Texas, and you presumably 
being in 3-land, UPS Ground is going to be 4 or 5 days. I don't know if 
that coincides with your definition of quick. I've really been spoiled by 
Digikey's delivery which is always 2 days to here if I order before 8PM, 
occasionally stuff gets here the next day, even without expedited shipping. 


I should probably also mention that you should read carefully the 
descriptions in B.G.'s catalog. They sell a lot of pulls, used stuff, etc. 
They will always tell you if that's the case, tho. I've ordered a fair bit 
of stuff from them and never been dissatisfied, but I think you could get 
burned if you don't keep your eyes open. Also, although many of their 
prices are the best around, others are not. For microcontroller crystals, 
for example, they are almost 3 times Digikey's price. But if you are 
building a few 2N2/40's, they will sell you 2N2222A's for $20/1000. So like 
everyone else, they have their strengths and weaknesses.

Joe, 

Your noise problem is from the electrical power lines. I have the same problem. 
It could be caused by two things. One is salt dust on power pole insulators. 

If you live where they use a lot of salt on the roads, the dust from the cars 
can get onto the insulators and cause arching. Another source is a loose 
connection. When it gets cold enough there is just enough contraction of the 
mechanical parts to cause arching. When it is warm things expand and the 
arching goes away. I have had two poles in my area. One has been fixed by the 
power company. It took about a year for them to fix it. Just when they got it 
fixed another pole started and I have been complaining about it for over a year. 
I have had some luck with the power company if I can locate the pole that is 
causing the problem. I use a FM weather radio and a AM radio to find the source 
by walking around the neighborhood I have been able to get the number of the 
guy who drives around and monitors for noisy lines. It took over a year to get 
his name and number from the power company. When this guy drives by in his 
instrumented truck and the noise is strong enough an alarm sounds. He then 
isolates the noise to a pole and calls it in for repair. It gets fixed when the 
repair crews have nothing better to do. Of course he drives around during 
normal working hours when it is warmer than then say Fox time at 9:00 PM. So if 
it goes below 25 degrees I got S5 noise. Yesterday was the warmest day in about 
a month. At 8:30 I got the rig on and getting ready to do the MI QRP Net at 
9:00. The noise was low and the noise blanker in the old Triton could handle it 
OK. Worked a fellow QRPer on 3.560 MHz for a bit. But the temperature was 
dropping and the noise was getting worse. By the time the Net was over at 9:50 
the noise was up to S3. After the net I went off to get the Foxes. I got Larry 
on my first call but no luck with Tom. It was 10:00 PM and the noise level was 
now S7. So on it goes most nights during the winter. Been this way for over 
three years. The alarm threshold in the power company's truck is set very high 
so only really bad noises trigger it. It is never cold enough during the days 
when he is driving around for the noise to be high enough to trigger the alarm. 


He can not/will not issues a repair order just on my complaint. The only thing 
I can do is wait. Ever so slowly the expansion and contraction of the 
mechanical parts caused by cold nights and warm days makes the connection 
looser. Someday it will be loose enough that it will trigger the alarm and I 
will be all set. Of course by that time another pole will start.

For those of you who are struggling to get your 
speed over 20wpm, I can share with you the 
patented KBOVCC method. But, before I do, read 
this disclaimer: 


1. Your mileage may vary. 

2. I'm not responsible if you "blow a gasket" while 
trying this. 

3. All personal "flames" >>/dev/null . 

4. This is just what helped me. Something I 
thought up on my own. 

5. I know what this list can get like, so let's 
keep the emotions and egos to ourselves. 


Ok, that aside, here's what to do... 

1. Head-copy EXCUSIVELY, except for scratching down the 
call/QTH/RST/etc. 

2. UNLEARN the translation of dits and dahs to letters. 
3. Now here's the exclusive KBOVCC part: ASSOCIATE the 
combinations of dits and dahs to phonetics. It is widely 
accepted that the human brain can associate one thing 
with another if they occur within a few mS of each other, 
so eventually, if you hear one, you will hear the other 
in your mind. Example: "dah didididit" to me, at ANY 
speed is the "th" SOUND (note, I did NOT say 't' ‘h' 
LETTERS). So what happens is, the morse itself sounds 
like the pronounciation of the words one is saying. 

You "hear" words instead of letters. You skip the 

whole darn letters-to-spelling step. And, it works

The thoughts I'm expressing next may be shaped by my training for a 
commercial radiotelgraph license more than two decades ago, but there's 
a lot of ex-military and ex-commercial operators still out there who may 
see some value to paper copy, under certain circumstances. 


I realize we at QRP-L are talking about CW use from an "amateur 
hobbyist" perspective, and that the days of there being any substantive 
practical (i.e., commercial or military) use of CW are gone. However, 
I've always thought one should develope at least *somex capability to 
handle message traffic. That means being able to accurately and 
completely record in some fashion that which is being copied. 


Head copy is great for casual QSOs at any speed, but such operation is 
simply a hobbyist activity if it is minus recording skill. The great 
Morse operators during the heyday of Morse telegraphy were able to do 
more with their skills than just shoot the bull with each other. 


All the above is only my opinion, as one who loves the tradition of 
Morse operation when it had real purpose.

The issue of which OS to use was always easy for me to get a handle on when

They may have called the "low power" class "QRP" back then. 
Anything under 100 watts was considered to be QRP at the time, 
at least according to Ade Weiss.

Most stations I work are probably running around a 40 WPM average. I never 
call CQ slower than 35 WPM. If no answer after a try or two, then I up it a 
bit. Seldom get skunked. If I am conversing with some one and a need arise 
to sent me a part number for a water pump or a correction on the Captains 
paycheck or what ever it is customary to drop to about 20 WPM, send a couple 
of Vee's so I can hear the slower cadence, send the material to be recorded 
then resume the normal speed. I can hand write to 28 WPM, but can't write 
anything faster than that. CW or not. It is just my end of the line 
writing speed. 


The spy stations are seldom faster than 20 WPM, someone is writing, what 
appears to be random numbers, encrypted messages to be broken with there 
handy dandy one time pads. They have to know when to blow up the bridges 
and all that. I don't write anything unless I have too. I don't send BK's, 
maybe two or three Q signals. It seems phone ops use more Q signals than I 
do. Maybe, only three abbreviations, off the top of my head can only think 
on one. "TT" for thought. But the context of the conversation takes care 
of what "TT" means. The CW is invisible. I do not sit around thinking of 
how much fun it is to slap a keyer or anything like that. Some QSO's run 
three or four hours. Amazing how many commercial ops use things like HW-16's 
on the ham bands and love em. On and on. Use what you need when you need. 
Don't make a big deal out of it. Every body hates slow draggy CW, even 
those who are stuck with it. But you can't hold a good op down. Some how 
they just learn what they need to know. Come to think of it, I don't think 
I have heard any of them whine. May the wrong generation for that. They 
were having to much fun making new friends on the air. Fixing rigs, 
designing the new dream antenna. And some even handled traffic. What a 
great bunch. Then the "hobby crowd" showed up. I hope we all don't get 
booted off the air. The QRP crowd using NVIS antennas will drive the 
commission nuts trying to track us all down. That even sounds a little 
exciting.
